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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed November 3, 2003 under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: the proposed amendment raises new issues 
that would require further consideration and/or search and the proposed amendment 
does not overcome the rejections under 102 (b). 

Claims 1, 10, 15, 21, 24-28, 32 and 39-81 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1 , 10, 15, 21 , 24-28, 32, 39-42 and 80-81 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the 
restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 10. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on November 3, 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 43-79 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by 
Greene et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,786,193 and WO 96/21736). 
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Applicants argue that Greene et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,786,193 and WO 
96/21736) fail to teach fragments of the hGGPS shown in Figure 3 (Remarks, page 11). 
The examiner disagrees. The protein of Figure 3 in both references is clearly identified 
as an hGGPS and Greene et al. teach fragments of hGGPS (page 4 of WO 96/21736 
and Column 2, lines 51-56 of U.S. Patent 5,786,193). Therefore, the teachings of 
Greene et al. anticipate claims 43-79. 


Applicant's arguments are moot as drawn to rejection of claims 43-76 and 78-79 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st paragraph since the proposed amendment is not entered, as 
discussed above. 

Applicant's arguments are moot as drawn to rejection of claims 43-76 and 78-79 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, since the proposed amendment is not entered, as 
discussed above. 

No claim is allowed.
